Poole, who moved its head- 
quarters to Chicago, has 
| headed it since then, and ex- 
! ccpt during World War II, 
when he served a term m the 
Federal Correctional Institu- 
tion at Milan, Mich., for re- 
fusing to cooperate with 
Selective Service authontiesl 
the sect seemingly has pros 
^ered steadily. I 

What do the Black Mus- 
lims believe? 

In essence, like other racist 
groups, white or Negro, they 
oppose Integration as con- 
trary to divine intent. They 
look upon themselves as part 
of a distinct nation of supe- 
rior, chosen people, Fards 
“lost-found Nation of Islam. 

The sect's formal name, in 
feet, is The Nation of Islam. 
Ii has its own flag, the Is- 
lamic star and crescent, and 
its own police force, 
trained guards of "The Fruit 
of Islam.” In Chicago and 
Detroit it has its own private 
schools, currently accredited, 
and eventually, Poole tells 
. his followers, it must have 
1 its own territory, sjt unsowjl- 
1 ;:ed area-within this country.

I ail ed American Negroes, 
they refrain from voting or 
Other political activity. Some 
decline, as Poole did In World I 
War II. to aerve in the Hi 
armed forces. 

They subscribe to s spar- 
tan personal code: No 
smoking, drinking, gambling, 
using narcotics, or sexual 
immorality. 

No Muslim woman may 
use cosmetics or be alone in 
the same room with a male 
who is not a member of 
her family. Socializing with 
whites, who are regarded as 
."devils” who would delile 
the black race, and in Uieir" 
opinion already have weak- 
ened it by race-mixing, Is 
■strictly forbidden. 

In the tradition of ortho- 
dox Modems they refer to 
Cod as Allah. Prayers must 
be said to Him while facing 
the East five times daily. 
Only one meal a day may be 
eaten. Fasting periods must 
be observed- Neither pork • 
nor anything cooked with 
pork may be eaten- 
They are Instructed never 
to carry weapons, and always 
to he polite, keep themselves 
ar.d their homes immacu- 
lately clean, and to pay bills 
promptly. 

In addition, they must par- 
ticipate h^daily activities in 




legal. Black Muslim temples, 
sometimes referred to as 
mosques (although they may 
be only a leased auditorium). 
These Include classes in 
home economics for men, 
"physical hygiene” (Judo, 
boxing and military drill). 

All must agree to forgo 
use of their last name, which 
is considered only a "slave 
name” handed down from- 
■forebears 1 “slavemasters.” In- , 
stead, they apply to Poole for 
a Muslim name, which Is 
"X," for name unknown. 

Thus, newly recruited 
heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion Cassius Clay presum- 
ably now will be known to 
•Muslim brethren, and will re- 
ifer to himself, as Cassius X, 

! Customarily there is no 
singing at temple services, 
only a prayer (while facing 
East to Mecca), and a ser- 
mon.

The painting shows a 
Negro hung from a tree 
limb. Painted beside it is 
an American flag captioned,

A* a result of tight disci- 


pline, dedication ,a nd-.cam >- 
raderie, there frequently are 
remarkable changes of per- . 
tonal conduct among mem- 
ber* — the slovenly made 
responsible, criminals "set 
straight," alcoholics become 
teetotalers, dope addicts 
freed of addiction. 

In slums and prisons 
where Black Muslims are 
most active, such transfer- 
mations cannot help having 
a powerful- impact, and many 
testimonials I heard from 
Muslims themselves were 
indeed impressive. ^ 

But according to psychoUx 
gists, judges and law enforce, 
ment officials with whom 1 
talked, there is another side 1 
of the coin which may be of , 
greater consequence. That is 
the effect of Black Muslim 
teachings and practices con- 
cerning racism and violence. 

These, as one official put 
It, are “a powder keg, so 
explosive that it might ignite 
at any time — with tragic re- 
sults for whites and Negroes 
alike.”

Malcolm X broke last night 
with Elijah Muhammad's Chi- 
cago-based Black Muslim move* 
mcnl and announced that ha 
was organizing a politically ori- 
ented “black nationalist party.”

| “I remain a Muslim,” Malcolmi

Ahe new movement will be black 
nationalism aa a political con- 
cept and form of social action 
against the oppressors.” 

“I have reached the conclu- 
sion," he said, "that I can best 
spread Mr. Muhammad’s mes- 
sage by staying out of the Na- 
tion of Islam and continuing to 
work on my own among Amer- 
ica’s 22 million non-Muslim Ne- 
groes.”

“I am prepared,’’ Malcolm 
said, “to cooperate In local civil 
Tights action* in the South and 
elsewhere and shall do so be- 
cause every campaign for spe- 
cific objectives can only height- 
en the political consciousness of 
the Negroes and intensify their

Malcolm said he had not been

Muslim convention in Chicago'; 
:on Feb. 26. Later, he said, he! 
telephoned Elijah Muhammad 
;and requested clarification of 
his status. 

Ho received a letter from Mr. 
iMuhammad that left the ques- 
tion unanswered, he said. 

I Malcolm said he decided then 
Jlhat the time had come for him 
‘to act, but that be would not 
■et himself up as a rival to Mr. 
‘Muhammad or provoke him. 

Plans New York Base 
Malcolm declared that his 
first task would be to construct 
an organization based In New 
York. He said that he was sup. 

• poried by many Negro intellec- 
tuals and professionals who 
could not accept Islam but ac- 
cepted the Black Muslim view 
iOf race relations in the United 
; States. 

Malcolm contended that Ne.' 
'groos were dissatisfied with the 
'progress of the civil rights move- 
ment and that this had created 
the basis for a successful black 
nationalist- political movement. 

He declared: 

"The white power structure 
Is hopeful that the civil right* 
leaders will channel the demand* 
and the bitterness of the Ne- 
groes into a token painless com- 
promise. They are mistaken. 
The white leaders don’t realise 
the extent to which the civil 
rights leaders have deceived 
them about the true feelings of 
the Negroes. 

"Another thing. The Negroes 
still don't understand the power 
of the ballot in the North. We 
must make them understand 
that the Negro voters have it 
I In their power to decide next 
November whether Johnson 
'stays in the White House or 
goes back to his Texas cotton 
ipatch.” , . 

Malcolm said he was not try- 
ing to split the Muslims. 

"I want it clearly understood 
•that my advice to all Muslims 
-is that they stay in the Nation

And Clay, regarded as the 
Clown Prince of boxing until 
his surprising defeat of Liston, 
has figured in several develop- 
ments in the undercover fight- 
ing which has made Malcom X'* 
suspension stick months beyond 
its expected duration. 

First Malcolm X, who remains 
as minister ot Mosque No, 7 at 
Muhammad’s Temple of Islam, 
353 Lenox Av„ persuaded the 
then heavyweight contender to 
come here secretly to address 
a Muslim rally. But the news 
leaked out— probably not acci- 
dentally. 

Then Malcolm X showed up 
as Clay’s guest in Miami Beach 
shortly before the fight which 
was held on the day before the 
Muslims* one-day national con- 
vention in the Chicago Coliseum.

"The offer was turned down," 
this sou roe said, “because Mu- 
hammad, no more than the 
bookmakers, expected Clay to 
win, and SharriefTs supporters 
pointed out he would be just ^ 
another beaten boxer.”
